Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: MS. Lenaburg contacted the examiner to inquire if the claim 
limitation of claim 70 wherein the first and second supplies comprise solutions that have been previoiusly used to 
process a substrate. Ms. Lenaburg then clarified that the prior art of record teach filtering solutions that are products of 
recycled solution. However, Ms, Lenaburg noted that the present invention claims filtering "fresh slurry defined as 
components prior to mixing or that have previously been unused in the planarizing process. The examiner 
recommended that this point be clarified in the forthcoming arguments and note that this is more than a mere matter of 
"intended use" but notes the location of the filter being provided prior to mixing rather than once the components are 
mixed and at the point of use. Alternatively, the examiner recommended the use of 1 12/6th paragraph claim language 
wherein both the structure and the function are both given patentable weight. Please note that amendments should 
have ample support in the claims and it is often helpful to recite the exact Figure, column and line of the specification 
used to support the amendment..
